And when they ſee a Chriſti- 
ans child carried to be ſprinkled, they ſay 
thus , (.7v229 mw px 129 M1 RY) that is, 
behold they carry a baſtard into an unclean place. 

Finally whatſoever is nſed or accuſto- 
med to be done in the Chriſtian Church, 
they doe preſently open their unworth 
mouthes , breathing out ſuch abominable 
expreſcions , as thele areto the diſhonour 
of the Chriſtians.

mean this, a Jew and a Chriſtian being 
compared together, whether the ſame be 
either King, Prince, Potentate, or others, 
they Curſe, Bann, and revilethem , uſing 
theſe words :

That is, T he Plague or Peftilence light upon 
them,who are wx 3) upright and jubt. 

And ſometimes they call them Haman, 
meaning thereby, As Haman was not good 
to the Jewes, ſo was this Potentate allo ;

Wherefore, my loving Chriſtians , are 
not theſe words both ſhameful and abo- 
minable, wherewith they moſt unworthi- 
ly and falfly do vilifie the Chriſtians, Ban- 
ning and Curling all the Chriſtians and 
their bleſſed Redeemer , but in eſpecial 
manner thoſe Jewes, who are become

Finally, Gentle Reader, and beloved 
Chriſtian : I would have rclated unto you 
an innumerable company of other things 
of thoſe wicked Jews, which for brevities 
ſake,[ ler ſlip; I could have given you large 
information of their comportments, and 
have warned you of their manifold miſde- 
meanors towards the Chriſtians ; but by 
the perſwaſion and intreaty of ſome eſpe- 
cial friends, I have omitted to do the ſame;
